By sujgosiiug ihe appoint- 
ment of more than ono Inspector it is 
inluuded to avoid as muob as possiblo 
tho nccossiiy for making a long and 
expeusivu tour in tho iaterior. On the 
Mainland east of tbe Oaeoade'Bange th« 
uohools are few aad far 'between ; and 
if there wero only one InPpecior for the 
United Colony his travelling and other 
ixpooios would take a big bHco from 
the educational luiid. It was thought 
host, thoruforo, to have the dutioa c.f 
luspeotpr discharged in theipore remote 
achool Districts by gehtieo'en near Oy, 
aud it was suggested wb^tber tbe ser- 
vices of Stipendiary M.M(ialratefl miglit 
not bo ulilizt d for ihui purpose in some 
instances, Oi coupho U is uot proposed 
to remunerate iheiso inspectors for their 
seryjces, but mere!/ to pay the expen- 
ses necessarily in/orrod in the discharge 
ot their fu notions. The Governor is 
alr-o ompowoi'd to appoint a Board for 
ilio pur[)u.-o ff oxarainiug aud granting 
eertilicatos fJ 'I'eachers. Thtrs is, per- 
haps, morf dilii;;uUy to be apprehended 
in curryiig oat tbia provision than tbe 
pruccdiig one. It is clear that the best 
sobool system iu the world would be 
of but little practical benefit in the 
liani/a of uiiqualifiud Teacliers, and it is 
t'fjaally clear ihai a very indifferent 
sjstem in tbo bands ot really good Teach- 
ers nu>;bt accooiplish macb. Yet ibe 
ditliculiy i« to command ibe Bervlces of 
a competent and efficient Board. Hot 
that there is any paucity of gentlemen 
posBCHsing good education; but because 
toinctbing more than mere education 
ia required for that purpose* It is 
hoped, howoveo that the best men will 
be found willing to assume the gratal- 
tons duties of laspeoiors and Examiners 
and thus be inttromeDtal in helping for- 
ward public education ut a time when it 
stauds most in iieeii of liolp.
